end indugntial offise. The yomen of the East enjoy 
more liberty, and exereise greater power, than the 
women of the West. A lady in her veil may go 
where she will, and defy recognition. In moments 


jof ennwi the demireps of the Seraglio organise 


a general shopping expedition, or hold a levee of 
Greek or Armenian jewellers and silk mercers. The 
Harem becomes a storehouse for every imaginable 
plaything. Sumptuous dresses, whose cost is thou- 
sands of pounds, are worn for the day, and thrown 
aside as worthless. Flashing jewels, purchased by 
the taxation of a province, are bartered away, to Jew 
or Greek, for some delightful novelty of tinsel bijou- 
terie. Woe to the Aga who dares to remonstrate 
against feminine extravagance! When the Sultan is 
in a soft hamour, the pouting lady whispers in his 
ear the name of her enemy, and forthwith the Aga is 
despatched, not by bowstring or sack, but by pro- 
motion to a savage Pachalate to expiate his offence. 
Not that barbarous customs are altogether abrogated ; 
the male children of the Sultan's immediate relatives 
are quietly drowned an hour after birth, and mal- 
coatents are sacked up and leaded for the Bosphorus 
as of old. But the progress of civilisation has 
discovered more refined penalties. If 
noble is suspected, and there be within the Harem 
a lady a little too exigent or troublesome, the 
pair are married, and when she has exhausted her 
husband's wealth, they are suddenly packed off to 
Broussa, to learn economy, as Tepic Pasha and his 
bride were a fortnight since. In general, however, 
the ladies of the Seraglio have their own way, and 
mean to keep it. They believe the world was made 
for Turkey, and Turkey for them. How could they 
respect, much less adore, that descendant of the 
Caliph whose Ministers dared to hint at a reduction of 
expenditure or pocket- money? 

The doings of the Seraglio, at first, would seem to 
be to us a mere matter of curiosity; in reality, they 
must eventually entail upon us additional taxation. 
They verify the saying of the wise old Caliph, that 
every evil under the sun originated with creatures 
feminine. So enormous has been the expendi- 
ture of the ladies that the finances of Turkey are 
in a state of absolute bankruptcy. The army 
is allowed to remain six or twelve months 
without pay, and makes up by plunder for the de- 
ficiences of the Exchequer. Those who enjoy official 
positions estimate their resources by bribes and specu- 
lation, not by their irregularly paid salaries. The 
whole country is in a state of embarrassment from the 
loss of public credit. Loans are contracted for, and 
expended before they are paid in. The landed pro- 
perty of the old-school Turk is heavily mortgaged to 
Jews, Grecks, or Armenians, and, indignant at the 
sure and rapid growth of Infidel power, he longs for 
the good old times when every Christian was a dog, 
and the Giaour an animal to be plundered. 

The so-call d Christian races greatly out-number 
the Mahometans in European Turkey: they are, 
without comparison, superior in intellect, energy 
and industry—though, unhappily, not in honesty. 
Belonging to what is styled the slave race, 
they form a crescent round the Ottoman dominions, 
from Wallachia to Montenegro. Six s mi-indepen- 
dent States exist already along that line. The in- 
fluence of France and Russia severed Wallachia and 
Moldavia from the Porte, and gave the united pro- 
vinces to a colonel of Freebooters---John Alexander 
Couza. The united peoples, however, are murmur- 
ing against his rule, as they have murmured against 
every ruler. The last mail informs us that he, too, 
has had his coup detat, and dispersed an assem- 
blage inclined to be remonstrant by soldiers with 
fixed bayonets. Bosnia is in a state of chronic in- 
surrection, and Milosch treats the Servians as he 
d.d his hogs---that is, he feeds them on acorns. 
and gathers their wealth. Montenegro, encouraged 
by the countenance of France. is again murdering 
the Turks on her frontier, and in the midst of al! 
this commotion Turkey is collapsed. Her navy is 
unmanned, her troops are without pay, her treasury 
is exhausted, and the extravagance of the court 
lidies, like that of bankrupts before a crash, is more 
reckless than ever. 

As Lord John Russell has consented to send a 
plenipotentiary to Congress, though without any 
pledge that the wishes of the Italians will be respected, 
new matter will be brought before the Wittenagamot. 
There is avery nice plan afoot to which England--- 
that is, Lord John Russell---will bel called upon to 
assent. Russia and France propose to erect a purely 
slave or Christian kingdom out of all the encircling 
provinces of Turkey. Here will be a kingdom con- 
taining twelve or thirteen millions of people for the re- 
jected of Tuscany. Is this the “written engagement“ 
which is known to exist between Russia and France? 
Supposing a French prince, or, what is the same 
thing, anominee of France, were firmly seated upon 
the throne, how long would it be before France pos- 
sesse 1 Constantinople, or allowed Russia to seize these 
“gates of the Black Sea,” on condition of possessing 
Egypt? It would appear that France and Russia 
believe that a break-up of the Ottoman power in 
Europe is imminent, and that the terms rejected with 
indignation by England have been accepted by 
France. As the head of a confederacy of weak 
Powers, such as Piedmont, Spain, Naples, and the 
propored kingdoms, France would be nearly invin- 
cible. Rusia, perhaps, at last suspects the ambitious 
projcets of her ally, and hence her apparent cok!ness 
and her alliance with Prussia. But, in any war 
undertaken for these objecta, it is now clear, even to 


the most sanguine, that Turkey will be able to offer 


but a momentary resistance to any assault from with- 
out, and we shall have, in one shape or other, to pay 
fur her defence.

The Times on the Attempted Negro Insurrection 
in America:

Chief Justice and four Puisne Judges appointed in the 
same manner. The spirit of the Provisional Govern- 
ment of Tuscany seems to have crossed the Atiantic 
and alighted with outstretched wings on the 
banks of the Shenandoah and the Potomac. 
Just as the Tuscan Government has employed the 
brief leisure allowel it to organise Italy for defence 
in proposing subjects for statuary, and offering 
prizes for essays on the art of draining marshes, so 
the leaders of the black insurrection can find no 
more suitable subject to occupy their minds on the eve 
of their desperate enterprise than provisions that the 
Treaty of Peace, which they were no doubt about to 
compel the United States’ Govern nent to accept, should 
be signed by the President and Vice-President and the 
majority of the Supreme Court, the Representatives of 
the People, and the General Officers, or a law that mar- 
riage relations should de ed, for the 
erection of schools and churches, and the 
proper observance of Sunday. These are not the 
words nor the topics that set men’s blood on fire 
and push them forward to confront numbers with- 
out counting them, and dangers without regarding 
them. The proclamation that calls to arms a nation, 
not figuratively, but literally enslaved must go more 
home to the hearts and passions of men than those cold 
abstractions, this melancholy pedantry of «rder and 
civilisation in the midst of fire and slaughter. We 
observe an illusion in this strange document, which 
would, doubtless, be keenly appreciated, to the necessity 
of reuniting scattere families; but we cannot see why 
the institution of private property was to be abolished, 
and the proceeds of the labour and plunder of the commu- 
nity formed into a fand to be distributed among the peo- 
ple, much after the fashion which the Spaniards found 
existing throughout the empire of Peru. Lo judge by the 
provisions of this most extraordinary document, the con- 
duct of a revolution never fell into hands more utterly 
unable to direct it It would seem that Mr. Brown 
and his friends had no conception of any manner of 
carrying on public business except that which they 
were familiar with in the constitution of the American 
States, and supposed that Democratic Assemblies, 
Supreme Courts, and Elective Presidents and Vice- 
Presilents, were a machinery as indispensable for war 
as for peace. We remark that while they denounce 
the carrying of concealed weapons, they distinctly 
declare that it shall be lawful to carry weapons 
openly, as if they supposed that men fighting for their 
lives and liberties wou!d require a distinct permission 
befure they ventured to violate the law which forbids 
slaves from carrying arms. 

These occasional outbreaks are not peculiar to 
American slavery, but were the scourge of all the na- 
tions of antiquity, and of none só much as Rome in the 
very palmiest days of the Republic. A servile war is 
a subject from which history willingly averts her 
face, and the outbreaks which from time to time have 
taken place in America have been forgotten by the 
European public as soon as they were quelled in torture 
and in blood. But each of these insurrections, con- 
temptible as they may appear in numbers, in intelligence 
and in organisation, is a symptom of a state of things 
which a wise and understanding people will do well 
not to neglect too long. That security of lite 
and property which is, after all, the main end 
and object of civil society, does not exist--at least, in the 
European sense of the term—in the Slave States of 
America. The white population can never forget, either 
as judges, as legislators, or proprietors, that they are a 
small minority scattered among a large and bitterly 
hostile majority. They never know in its full force the 
meaning of the word “security.” If they lie down to 
rest they know not but they may be awoke at midnight 
by the light of their blazing houses, and the yells of the 
incendiaries. If they wander in the forest they feel no 
confidence that the hand of the assassin does not await 
them behind every thicket. Danger begets fear, and 
fear cruelty, and that cruelty again increases dun- 
ger. Strong as is our sympathy for the oppressed 
race that toils beneath the lash in the Southern 
States of America, we cannot bring ourselves to 
wish that their bonds may be broken by an experi- 
ment so frightful as that which has once again been 
tried, and has once again failed—the experiment of 
a servile var. There was a time when the best men in 
America looked on slavery as merely a provisional 
and temporary institution, and»looked forward to 
the time when the bonds should drop from the 
hands of the African, and the assertion of the De- 
claration of Independence that all men are free and 
equal should no longer be a mockery and a reproach. 
But that time seems to have passed by, and the 
language of the Southern slaveholder is now rather 
that freedom is an exceptional institution destined 
one day to be swallowed up in the more natural 
aud more humane rule of slavery. We cannot 
therefore, be surprised to see such reasoners 
reminded from time to time by warnings like that 
afforded by the Harper's Ferry insurrection how 
insecure is the basis on which the sliveowner 
builds, and how dangerous it is for a naticn 
which carries so venomous a serpent in her bosom 
to be for ever trifling with the possibility ot a 
foreign war, the first effect of which must almost 
necessarily be to rouse the sleeping destroyer into 
life and activity.

The Daily News on the English and French 
Expedition to China :— 

It is understood thatthe French and English Go- 
vernments, which for a moment differed in opinion as to 
the scale of the joint expedition to China, are now in 
complete accord, and that the general military basisof their 
co-vperation has been agreed on. A European force larger 
than any that has yet been seen in China, and equal 
to any servive that may be required of it, will appear 
in the Peiho in the spring, and the injured honour of 
England and France will, without doubt, be trium- 
phantly vindicated. This will be eminently and en- 
tirely satisfactory to those who have regarded our 
recent check in a simple military aspect; but as we, 
who have never doubted the justice and necessity of de- 
a“. reparation for the wrongs done us at the 
Takoo Forts, have uniformly maintained that the 
controversy could never be settlhd on vindictive 
principles, we shall make no apology tor calling at- 
tention to some considerations which will acquire 
importance in proportion as the arms of the Allies 
are successful. 

Ilowever just our quarrel, it can dono harm to inquire 
for a moment whom we are going to strike, what t 
are to us, and what we are to them. The Chinese do 
not confront and thwart us at foreign Courts ; their 
territories are far from ours, their fleets do not dispute 
with ours the supremacy of any seas. They do not molest 
us: if we want to fight them we must seek them out in 
their own waters and on their own coasts. All our 
interest in them are summed up in the fact that we are 
their customers and they ours. We hold Hong Kong, 
make v ars, send ambassadors, and conclade treaties, in 
order that, above all things, we may be able to sell T cloths 
and grey shirtings, and buy tea and silk in greater quan- 
tities, and to better advantage. 

If this be so, although it is no reason why we should 
meanly pocket a deliberate and wanton affront, it is a 
very strong reason why—if considerations of morality 
will not suffice to move us—we should for a moment 
hush the clamour of passion and endeavour to aacer- 
tain the real character and motives of the 
we have encountered in China.

to its limits the doctrine of the responsibility o the 
Supreme Government for the acts of its lieutenants, 
a ine essential to our ideas of . govern- 
ment, but which we had ignored with practical ad- 
vantage in our dealings with China. We chose 
to assume, against our knowledge, that the Imperial 
Government had not knowingly sanctioned Yeh’s in- 
jurious conduct towards us; accordingly our hostile 
measures were at first directed against Canton alone ; 
but even at that time we never for a moment disen- 
gaged the Emperor of China from his responsibility 
to us for the conduct of his Commissioner. Our ob- 
ject was both politic and humane; we wished to 
have a direct and easy mode of obtaining redress of 
grievances, and to remove our local disputes—which, 
when ending in hostilities, bring misery on the 
innocent—from the treatment of provincial governors, 


and have them adjusted in the only city in China where 
any solicitude is felt for the general interests of the 
Empire. This was the origin of the stipulation for the 
reception and residence of our Ambassador at Pekin. 
The Earl of Elgin had no sooner obtained this con: es- 
sion than, as if suspecting its value in the circumstances 
he saw around, he made haste to surrender a part of it. 
He gave a promise that if the rest of the stipulatiors 
of the treaty were faithfully observed, the condition 
of permanent residence at Pekin should not be 
insisted on. And even of the treaty so modified by 
this interpretation the Plenipotentiary wrote home— 
“The concessions obtained in it amount in the eyes 
of the Chinese Government to a revolution, and involve 
the surrender of some of the most cherished principless 
of the traditional policy of the Empire. They have 
been extorted, therefore, from its fears.” There is noth- 
ing extraordinary in this; most treaties which ter- 
minate a state of war are extorted from the fears of one 
of the parties. But, seeing that the objects of our 
hostilities were mainly commercial, the fact 
that the foundations of our future relations with 
China were laid in fear was certainly un- 
prothising ; and Lord Elgin's representation 
of the disposition in which he leſt the Chinese 
shows the importance of omitting no precaution fitted 
to inspire confidence as well as respect. It was to be 
apprehended that we had o"'ainel rights which were 
too far in advance of the state of civilisation in China to 
be enjoyed all at once, and the greatest caution was neces- 
sary to turn them to account. It is impossible to open 
Lord Elain's correspondence without seeing that the 
stipulation to which our Government attached most value 
filled the Chinese Government with extreme and genuine 
alarm. Obstinate pride and arrogant exclusiveness 
can claim no sympathy ; but Lord Elgin asserted that 
the Emperor of China and his advisers believed that the 
presence ofa foreign Minister at Pekin would be “ the 
greatest calamity which could befall the Empire. 
To the same effect isa recorded conversation between 
Consul Robortson and Count Poutiatine, in which both 
agreed that the Chinese Government would be compelled 
todo everything to maintain its prestige, for the fabric 
was unsound, and if the present dynasty was to break 
up, the result would be anarchy. There can be no 
two opinions on this subject. The Imperial Govern- 
ment has been made to feel its weakness by the rebellion 
of important cities and provinces, and by the im- 
mense encroachments of its great northern neighbour. 
Its fears have grown with its weakness, and it dare not 
permit its subjects to see a foreigner at Pekin claiming 
and receiving in the name of his Sovereign respect for 
a power equal to its own. This is the disposition with 
which we have to deal, and it may well be worth while 
to consider whether, because we have to punish the 
treachery with which the Chinese authorities sought to 
defend what they believed to be their most important in- 
terests, we are obliged to go yet further. and run tie 
risk of destroying a system under which three hundred 
millions of our fellow-creatures enjoy the blessings of 
government. We cannot knock down the authority which 
holds the Chinese Empire together and then turn 
our backs and leave it; nor can we stay to 
pick up and reconstruct the debris. We have chaos 
enough on hand in India. If we strike that blow at 
Pekin which some of us are hoping to read of next 
Midsummer, we shall have done the work not of England 
but of Russia. Even if, without d sorganising the 
empire, we succeed in placing Mr. Bruce in Pekin, the 
representatives of other Powers follewing him under 
the“ most-favoured-nation”’ clause, what shall we have 
done? We shall have doubled at Pekin the diplomatic 
scandals of Constantinople, with the difference that 
the Ambassadors at the distant capital of China will 
be fur less under the control of their Governments. For 
the sake of our character and interests, we hope our 
Government, which can reckon to any extent on the 
support of all parties in upholding our horour, will 
not allow itself to be deterred by exaggerated respect 
for a traditional policy from examining this question, 
in or er to ascertain whether some means cannot be 
found of holding the Chinese Government to its inter- 
national obligations without resorting to measures which 
may bring incalculable misery upon millions of the 
human race.

A meeting of the heads of the Roman Catholic Clergy

I have 
seen servants’ ing rooms into which I would not 
thrust a dog! How can it be expected, then, we could 
hope for respectabie servants so long as we evince so lit- 
tle respect for them? ‘Therefore let us lodge our ser- 
vants better, as a first step. Having done that, let 
us require of them in return a better lodgment for our- 
selves. Our windows require cleansing once a week; 
let us insist upon their doing that. Our door-steps re- 
quire washing daily; let us insist upon that. Our fur- 
niture requires to be kept scrupulously clean, and the cor- 
ners of our rooms swept out daily; we havea right to insist 
upon this too, and letus doit. In fact, to make good 
ser vants, all we require to do is, to insist upon them doing 
their work honestly—allow no skimming over it; do it 
thoroughly—this is only their duty, and it is our right 
to expect it. But if we allow them to slight their work, 
to hide this in that corner, and that in the other—to put 
things away till they “can find time“ —we shall ever be 
in confusion, and they will never be other than slatterns. 
The bad education of our servants is at the root of 
all the misery we are compelled to endure, and 
| am serviously inclined to believe the fault rests more 
with oursclves than with them. Ik all those who em- 
ploy servants would be satisfiel with no less than 
the honest discharge of their duty, they would be 
greater benefactors to the poor girls than they are pre- 
pired to acknowledge. Cleanliness, I take it, is one 
of the first and most important essentials in the edu- 
cation of a servant ; ndustry is the next to it, if not 
of equal value; and,possessing these features, along with 
honesty as her most indispensable recommendation, the 
servant will readily acquire for herself a knowledge of 
cookery, of washing and ironing, and what not, so as 
torender her a good thorough servant. Because an 
honest girl must be industrious, and an industrious 
girl will always be improving her knowledge; and 
with cleanliness, which will make her careful, she 
will be to a mistress invaluable, and to a husband a 
blessing.

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THE WRECK OF THE ROYAL CHARTER. 

The painful inquiry into the circumstances under 
which the Royal Charter was lost was continued on 
Thursday at Moelfra. 

The examination of Suiaca, the boatswain's mate, 
was pursued at considerable length. In answer to ques- 
tions from Mr. Mellor, he stated that the captain was 
on deck when the first anchor was dropped. Aiter the 
first attempt to stay the vessel hid been made the cap- 
tain told the engineer that he was to give the vessel as 
much steam as he could, as he (the captain) was going 
to “stay ” the ship again. A second hawser was sent 
ashore when the ship broke. Signals of distress were 
made when they lost sight of Point Lynas. He con- 
sidered that everything was done that could be done to 
save the lives of the passengers. The captain was 
constantly om deck during the night of the wreck. 
Witness was sure that he was perfectly sober. 

After some gencral evidence as to the gale, and the 
course which the ship was running at the time. 

Thomas Welch, of Park-hill-rvac, Liverpool, was 
called by Mr. Mellor. He said that he was present, 
along with Mr. Mellor and Mr. Russell. on Thursday 
night last at Moelfra, when he heard Suiaca say dis- 
tinctly that on the night of the wreck Captain Taylor 
was not sober. On the same night witness beard Suiaca 
say that he himself opplied three times to Captain 
Taylor to have the masts cut away on the night of the 
storm. 

The witness was cross-examined by Mr. Samuel Mar- 
tin, of Liverpool. In answer to a question, witness 
said that Suiaca knew perfectly well what he was 
talking about when he said that Captain Taylor was 
drunk. i 

Mr. John W. Mellor, solicitor, of Oldham, next ten- 
dered his evidence, He corroborated the statement of 
the previous witness that Suica had told him, in the pre- 
sence of Mr. Russell and the preceding witness, that the 
captain was not sober. ‘The witness also stated that he 
heard Mr. Russell say that the captain was drunk; but 
he afterwards explained that Mr. Russell had merely 
made that statement from hearsay, as he did not see the 
captain on the night of the wreck. To his mind the 
evidence was quite conclusive that the captain was per- 
fectly sober on the occasion. He had no doubt about it. 

William Foster, the carpenter, . was next called, and 
gave evidence of a similar nature to that which had 
been given by Suiaca. 

At the sitting of the court vesterday morning the 
witness Foster was re-called. He suid that the vessel 
might have been from halt-an-hour to an hour on the 
rocks before she parted, after which she broke right 
across the main batch. Previous to this a line had 
been sent ashore by a man named Rogers, who had 
jumped overboard and swam. People stood on the 
cliffs and helped to fasten it. It was fast there an 
hour or an hour and a half befure the ship parted; 16 
went ashore by it. A female hesitated to go along i 
and this caused a delay of half-an-hour. After she re 
fused to go I went down next, and about three other 
men followed me. The chief portion of the passengers 
were on the poop and in the saloon. There were other 
portions on the forecastle. A heavy sea broke across 
the starboard, and about 60 or more were washed 
into the sea. I had frequent occasion to see the 
captain that night. He was perfectly sober. Consider- 
ing the gale that evening, I am of opinion that the 
captain could not do more than he had done to save 
lives. 

By Mr. Bright—After we passed Point Lynas the 
wind got stronger and stronger. At first pumping on 
the sands it was my duty to examine her, and she 
made no water then. About an hour after the vessel 
made water, when she turned round and was on the 
rocks. In answer to further questions from Mr. Bright, 
the witness only gave corroborative evidence as to 
what was done to save the passengers after the ship 
struck. 

By the Coroner—He never heard Suiaca say that he 
had asked the captain three times to cut the masts 
away, and that he had refused to do so. I never made 
anch a statement myself, and never heard any one 


say so. 

Air. J. B. Marsh, reporter, of Chester, called, said—I 
had a conversation with Suiaca at his lodgings on Thurs- 
day week, the day after the wreck. The carpenter (Fos- 
ter) was present at the time. After taking down 
Suiaca’s and Fosters narratives, I asked Suiaca whe- 
thet he had any more to say. He replied that he had 
heard somebody on the beach say that the captain was 
drunk, but-he said that he was as sober as he (Sujaca) was

The inhabitants of Holyhead made no solemn firewell 
to their renowned visiter,and a steam tug, with some 
railway officials on board, was the only vessel which 
came cut to see her ure. Steam had been gut 
up in all the paddle boi and in four of those for the 
screw engines, but it was necessary for some time to con- 
tinue to work with the screw only. The difficulty which 
has often been experienced before of getting the paddle- eu- 
gines to take their vacuum at first continued for some 
time, and will always continue at starting till the 
size of the condenser is altered and enlarged. 
This defect threw the work upon the screw-engines 
for an hour or so, during which interval the care of 
Mr. M‘Lennan, the chief engineer, at last got 
the paddle engines into slow working order, making their 
revolutions at between five and six per minute—not 
enough certainly to propel the ship much, though more 
than enough to save the screw the labour ot turning both 
the wheels atid machinery of the paddles, which was the 
object then principally aimed at. This difficulty, though 
of course much affecting the speed of the ship, was then 
but of littl moment, as Captain Harrison had given 
orders to work both engines easily throughout the night. 
Thus the screw rose gradually in its revuluti.ns from 26 
to 28, 30, and 32, at which last it continued, with a 
slight occasional increase, until the morning of the fol- 
lowing dax.“ 

The heavy swell which had been left by the recent 
gales, thougli failing, of course, to produce on the Gicat 
Eastern the effect so well known to passengers by 
smaller vessels, forced her to roll in a very unequivocal! 
way. “The movement, which was not so much 
first a movement with the ship itself as a kind 
of vague uncertainty about the level of the cabin 
floors, continued to increase. Doors banged to 
without apparent cause, chairs seemed suddenly en- 
duwed with the desire of getting rid of their occu- 
pants, coats and cloaks swung slowly about as if 
they themselves were walking, and glasses slid to- 
wards one another with a gentle tinkle. Walking 
all at once became matter of strategy and careful 
furetioug!t, and the power of locomo ion seemed 
suddenly transferred from the passenger to the flat 
candlestick in his cabin, the erratic movements of which 
he was at times unable to control or overtake. At two 
o'clock in the morning the motion was unmistakea!le, 
and seats, buckets, and such small ware occasionally 
began to fetch away, rumbling across the deck with 
a hollow sound, amid which now and then a sharp 
little crash froin the messroom below showed where 
stray decanters and cups and saucers were mak ng 
short cruises of their own and coming to grief accord 
ingly. Between four and five o'cio k the waves began 
to strike now and then against the vessel's bows with 
a heavy thump, surging up into the hawse holes in 
a cloud of spray and water, but always thrown back 
or turned aside by the lofty black hn'l which strode over 
them. Atlast came one bigger than the rest, hissing 
ominously out of the thick darkness. It struck the 
Great Eastern witha Joud boom, and sent its green 
water in a heavy lump clear over th. forward bulwarks, 
e psizing ove man and drench ng another wh» hap- 
pened to be near where it dashed inboard. Such a 
mark of insubordination on the part of those waves 
over which the Great Eastern was to dominate with 
triumphant success was, o, course, variously accounted 
fur. Some thought, absurdly enough it was contended. 
that the vessel had fallen off, and so taken the sea 
awkwardly, while others, with more truth, conjectured 
that the crest of the wave, driven up high, had been 
carried bodily over the bulwa-ks by the force of the 
wind. But, be this as it may, the fact remains that 
green water crossed her bows for the first time, and the 
Great Eastern received her sea christening on the very 
day two years that she was christening ashore and her 
launch commenced under the superintendence of poor 
Mr. Brunel.” 

“During Wednesday night and Thursday morning 
Mr. M'Lennan had got both sets of engines thoroughly 
in hand. The screw was making 38 revolutions with 
easy firing, while the paddles had been so carefully at- 
tended to that they were going 10 with ease, and M 
M‘Lennan offered and prepared to try them at 12 reve- | 
lutions in the course of the day. The highest which 
has yet been attained with these engines was almost 
short of 11 per minute, though expected! ta do 14; but 
the chief engineer of the Grea Eastern expressed him- 
self so confident that they were capable of greater re- 
sults than had yet been gained when Mr. Scott Russell 
was in charge, that it was determiued to try them, and 
give the ship a fair run.” 

This was done. The fires were mate up and the in- 
creased pressure of steam soon began to tell upon the 
ship’s speed. “ The Lizard Light was passed at 12-8, 
as the vessel began to get far way on her course, running 
over the water at speed, and leaving a track like a 
roadway behind her. Thecouling up was evidently 
telling on her progress, and the run from Longships to 
the Lizard, a distance of 27 miles, had been accomplished 
in two hours. The Eddystone Light, a distance of 57) 
miles from the last-named beacon, was passed at 2-52, 
showing a rate of 14 knots, cr about 16} un les an hour, 
while the run from the Eddystone to the Start, a stretch 
of 25 knots, was madeat 15) knots, or 18 miles an hour. 
At two o'clock in the afternoon the patent log was 
lowered down by Captain Harison, and kept astern till 
four. When raised its register showed a distance run 
of rather more than 31 knotsinthetwo hours. During 
this trial the paddle had been gradually worked up to 
124 revolutions a minute, the steam in the boilers 
being at about 22]b. and in the engines at about 20!b. 

The vessel was abreast of St. Catherine's Light at soon 
after 11 o'clock, and from this time till daylight kept 
standing slowly on and off the shore. Captain Harrison, 
as usual, was on the bridge all night, and it was not till 
about eight o’clock—when the weather, though still very 
thick and bad, was at least better than it had been--- 
that he approached the coast, and through Spithead, past 
Ryde and Osborne, At this part of the Solent Mr. 
James Bowyer, one of the ablest of the Southampton 
pilots, took charge of her, and though it was low tide 
brought her up to her moorings off Netley as easily and 
as quietly as if she had only been a steamer of a thou- 
sand tons, Nothing coul better have exemplified tie 
perfect control which the Great Eastern is under---the 
ease, quietness, and certainty with which she can be 
handled, even in the most i:tricate channels, than this 
operation of steaming her upto her mooring, where, 
in the course of half an hour she was made fast, and 
swung round lightly to the stream.”

Ve do not conceal from you our extreme surprise that 
you should have written to us as you have done, after 
the friendly manner we have acted—accediny to demand 
after demand, on three different ocCasidfs, solely with the 
object of satisfying you.

ROLLS COURT—Saturpay. 
Kirwan v. Burchell. 
The cause petition in this matter had been filed to 
enforce the specific performance of an alleged agree- 
ment. The respondent was the father-in-law of the 
petitioner, and the object of the petition was for the 
purpose of having a memorandum of agreement to 
settle certain property, consisting of houses in Char- 
lemont-avenue, Kingstown, carried into effect. It was 
admitted by the respondent that he had promised to 
settle one house upon the petitioner, but he denied 
having agreed to do so with more. 
Ilis Honour dismissed the petirion, with costs.

Clements v. Henry. 
The nature of this suit was similar to that of the for- 
mer.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH—Satorpar. 
(Befure the Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Justice O'Brien, 
and Mr. Justice Hayes.) 

In the matter of MIlroy and Shields. 

In this case Mr. Dowse moved for a certiorari to re- 
move an indictment found at the last Donegal summer 
assizes against the traversers, for an alleged obstruction 
of the public highway. Counsel relied upon the affi-lavits 
of the traversers. which stated that they had protected 
a fence or wall across a road leading from a place called 
the Eliburne to the sea, on the western coast of Done- 
gal. Lord Leitrim had built this wall to prevent per- 
sons from trespassing on his property. Several 
persons, asserting they had a right to pass to the sea, 
pulled down the wall, which was again erected. The 
offence with which the traversers were charged was for 
maintaining this fence. The affidavits stated that Lord 
Leitrim had undertaken the defence of the case, and was 
conducting it for the traversers, as his rights were in- 
volved, and as the indictment was substantially against 
him. ‘Tneaffidavits further stated that there was great 
excitement in the county in reference to the matter, and 
public subscriptions were made to conduct the prosecu- 
tion ; that the foreman of the grand jury which had 
found the bills had subseribed £5. ‘The affidavits also 
stated that several points of law as to the right to pass tothe 
sea, and as to the right of sea-rack, would arise upon the 
trial, and that it was the intention of Lerd Leitrim to 
move for a special jury, as the traversers stated they be- 
lieved the case Would not be fairly tried by the common 
jurors at the Crown side ofthe court at Donegal. Lord 
Leitrim also made an affid..vit in support of the applica- 
cation, and stated the place in question was not a high- 
way, but a private path for his lordship’s own tenants, 
and that it was his own property ; that he was the real 
deten“ ant, and as such was conducting the defence.

Kenebworth v. Cavannagh. 

Mr. F. Smith applied to the court in this case for an 
order that a suromons and plaint might be taken off the 
file, on the ground of its being filed contrary, ta an agree- 
ment entered into between the plaintiff and detendant. 
It appeared that the plaintiff had res ded in a house of 
the defendant, and had been arrested for debt. The de- 
fendant, being desirous to recover the amount due 
to him on the day on which the rent accrued, 
seized some articles belonging to him—namely, a 
travelling bag, a trunk, and some wearing apparel. 
The plaintiff having afterwards filed his petition as an 
insolvent, the defendant entered opposition to his dis- 
charge on the ground of vexatious litigation, he hav- 
ing commenced an action for trespass and illegal con- 
version of the goods. The defendant subsequently en- 
tered into an agreement with the plaintiff, by which it 
was arranged that on the goods being given up, and 
the costs incarred up to that period being paid, the 
proceedings should cease. The matter so continued 
until the clerk of the defendant’s attorney ascertained 
that the summons and plaint hed been fikd, it having 
been only issued. Notice was thereupon served 
upon Mr. Patrick Nickey, the plaintiff's attorney, 
informing him of the agreement, and referring to the fact 
of the summons and plaint having been filed, though 
the plaintiff was understood to have abandoned all pro 
ceedings. In reply to this communication, Mr. Hickey 
said it was all right, and he subsequently wrote a letter 
to the detendant's svlicitor, stating that the filing of the 
summons and plaint was a mistake on the part of one of 
his clerks, and agreed to pay the costs incurred prior to 
the service of the notice. The defendant's attorney de- 
mandled the costs of the notice, and under these circum- 
stances the case came before the court on a motion to re- 
move the summons and plaint from off the file. 

Mr. Mackey appeared for Mr. Hickey, and submitted 
that the motion wasuntenable. Mr. liickey had no de- 
sire whatsoever to prosecute the action, and his only 
anxiety was that the law should be vindicated. 

The Chief Justice said they were happy to have the 
law vindicated in the person of Mr. Hickey. 

The Court granted the motion, Mr. Hickey to be per- 
sonally liable for costs. The court assessed the costs of 
the motion at £3. 

Mr. Abraham John Dowling, wh» had been sitting 
in one ot the side benches, addressed the court, and said 
he moved on his affidavit, which he read, for a habeas 
corpus against Mr. F. T. Porter, to bring him before the 
court, and have him reprimanded for refusing to take 
down in writing, at Capel-street Police-office, evidence of 
several police-constables, who had sworn against Mr. 

Dowling. in consequence of which neglect Mr. Dowling 
believed he had been found guilty at the recent com- 
mission of having obstructed the public thoroughfare. 
He was an open-air preacher, and had a duty to perform 
to God as well as to man, and by the verdict found 
against him he was precluded from discharging that 
duty. 

After some discussion between the court and Mr. Dow- 


ing, 

The Chief Justice said that before the court could in- 
terfere, he should show that the magistrate had been 
guilty of a corrupt violation ef his duty, for a magistrate 
was not bound to take all evidence otfered, but simply 
what was relevant to the case. 

Mr. Dowling, having apologised for appearing without 
counsel, buwed to the bench and retired. 

The Queen v. the Guardians of the Clonmel Union. 

Mr. Serjeant Fitzgibbon, Q.C., on behalf of the 
Poor Law Commissioners, appeared to show cause 
for making absolute a conditional order of 
the 3ist May last. The conditional order 
directed that a mandamus should issue, directed 
to the guardians of the Clonmel Union, commanding 
them to obey certain sealed orders of the conimissioners, 
dated 4th January, 1859, and to levy a sum of 600(. for 
purposes mentioned in the orders, as a poor-rate, or 
borrow the money and charge it with any interest that 
might accrue on future rates of the said union. 

The case had not concluded when the court rose.

Mr. Macdonough, Q.C., now applied for a new trial, on 
the ground that the verdict was against the weight of 
evidence, and, alen on the ground of newly-digeovered 
evidence, which, he alleged, satisfactorily explained the 
£200 transaction.

CALENDAR OF OPERATIONS 
FOR TIE ENSUING WEEK. 
CoxsERVATORY, GHEEN-HOUSE, &c.—The late severe 
frost and vo'd having given the coup to the display of 


flowers cutside, it will be all the more  neces- 
sary to make every exertién to have the 
conservatory gay and enjoyable as possible. 


However, even in the absence of flowering specimens, it 
the plants are kept in high health, perfectly clean, taste- 
fully arranged, and the entire characterised by order 
and neatness, it will afford both pleasure and enjoyment 
in no small degree. There are few places where at this 
season, or during the next few months, there is 
provision or means for keeping up the supply of 
flowering specimens, but there is no place where there 
is a plant structure at all, or of the smallest pretensions, 
where these other points at least may not be attended 
to. Give abundance of air on every fine dry day, 
and be cautious in the use of fire-heat, when required, 
rather using it to counteract damp than to raise the tem- 
perature. Should the leaves show — mouldiness on 
their surface (not a bad test of superfluous moisture), 
it may be desirable on days when free ventilation can at 
the same time be given to light an occasional fire, early 
on two orthree consecutive mornings, allowing it to 
decline altogether in the afternoon ; a high night tem- 
perature should be cautiously avoided. The preceding 
remarks apply equally to the green-house, remember- 
ing, too, where heaths are grown, that they are parti- 
cularly intolerant of fire-heat, and should never have it 
applied unless under very urgent circumstances. The 
heating apparatus, in unskilled hands, is frequently 
a greater source of injury than the vicissitudes of 
weather ; and we often think if, when putting up 
houses, more attention was directed to a well- 
considered and ready means for protecting them 
externally, fire-heat would be rarely required, and the 
ill-effects attendant on its use obviated. Even in the 
stove, the orchid, or the forcing-house, where artificial 
heat must be applied, it would render much less of it 
necessary, and in a great measure do away with the 
risk of sudden or severe chills at night. Similar pro- 
vision should always be made and at hand for protecting 
frames or cold pits. Whatever plan fot the external 
protection may be adopted, or whatever material is used 
for the purpose, it is much better that it be not allowed 
to come in contact with the glass. In the stove, fires must, 
of course, be constantly kept going, and to counteract 
its drying influences a moderate and judicious degree ot 
moisture must exist in the atniosphere, either, of course, 
only in such degree, at this season, us titetely to keep 
the plants in a healthy, but by no means active stalé. 
These observations will equally apply to the orchid. 
house; on the one hand, avoiding unnecessary stima- 
lus; on thé other, anything like shrivelling, which we 
see too often pertnitted to take place in their manage- 
ment, particularly in the most beautiful section of the 
tribe dendrobia, and others of similar habit. 

Frower Garvex, &¢.—The fallen and still falling 
leaves will necessitate an almost continual employment 
of the broom and take, neither of which should rest 
until the leaves are entirely off. l'roceed with any re- 
quired alterations, and, if possible, take advantage of the 
present month for any planting that is to be done. 
Large trees when planted should be well secured from 
being blown about by the winds. A little extra care 
in the taking up and planting trees is well bestowed. In 
the former operation avoid carefully all rough and care- 
less handling, preserve the rovtlets as much as possible, 
avoid tearing or laceratitig them, afi ¥itere a bruise or 
other injury is seen, let the injured portion be cleanly re- 
moved witha sharp knife. In planting see that the space 
beneath the wall be entirely filled, and that the rooticts be 
extetided and spread out evenly and neatly as the branches 
of a peach tree, taking cate to cover them with a sprinkle of 
fine mould before filling in. Take up dahlias during 
favourable weather; have them thoroughly dry before 
putting away; trench and turn over roughly the ground 
you intend tor them next year. Keep auriculas clean 
as possible, and free of dead leaves and fly, and rather 
dry than ager wise. In watering carnations and 
picotees, avoid wetting the leaves, and otherwise treat 
as recommended for auriculas. Pansies in pots should 
have plenty of air ; those intended for beds may be 
planted out. Spring flowering bulbs and tulips should 
be got down with as little delay as possible. Excellent 
practical directions for their management will be found 
in last week's review, Any half-hardy and tender 
plants outside that require protection, either to the roots 
or stems, should have it at once. 

REVIEW OF THE CORN TRADE. 

Desi, Tuunsber Kvenrxo.— In everything that re- 
gards the weather, this season continues to be remark- 
able. Extreme heats and uvprecedented drought, a 
trost unusually carly and very severe, have for these 
fewdays been forgotten inhearing and reading of the effects

anuury, 1839, when the Mersey was strewn with the 
wrecks of many gallant shipe;had there been such a hur- 
ricane of wind as shattered to pieces the Ruyal Charter, 
and nearly solved the future of the Great Eastern, We 
regret to state that as the farmers of this country thrash 


out. the produce both of wheat and oats are 
much less than what was counted on, and 
theugh the quality of the former is very 


fine, the crop is otherwise short of last season, We have 
complaintaboth from m.ilers and dealers that the country 
markets fur the last fortaight have been but poorly 
supplied, and both at Limerick and Dublin for these two 
market days, the falling off is very striking. This may 
partly be attributed tu the free use of the portable thrash- 
ing machines employing steam power, doing an amount 
vf work that, for a time, caused a glut in this and other 
markets. Very probably, also, those farmers who held, 
deen good prospect of a further advance, and thus, in 
Dublin and many other places, we are kept shott ot 
country wheat. Our foreign supplies into this port for 
the last week comprise 5,990 quarters wheat, aud 3,066 
quarters Indian corn. Ihe Continental advices show
